This year tho 
largest single bondholder the Treasury 
Department knows is lyir. Vandcrbilt, 
who will receive the interest on $37,- 
000,000. A year ago he had $50,000,- 
000, but he has disposed of $13,OUO,000 
for some purpose. 


The nest largest owner is JTrs. A. T. 


Stewart, who haa ubont $30,000,000. 
As some of hers is coupon bonds, thw 
amount of her holding cannot exactly 
be told. Ten years ago Mr. A. T. Stew- 
art had $40,000,000 in bbnds the mast 
of them being sixes. Mr. Gould has
